Washington —Notwithstanding the 


apparent inability of the United States 
railroad board and the brotherhood 
chiefs to. reach an agreement in .Chi- 
cago, few. if any. persons in

' Perhaps it is the fact that more 
than a week must elapse before the 
strike order, goes into effect which 
keeps official Washington from grow- 
ing excited 'over the railroad situa- 
tion. 'But the outward calm which 
.has from the start characterized the 


of th»» o'lministration rerriains 


the same—an indescribable confidence 
in the ultimate solution ot the prob- 
lem, without a strike. 


Broadly speaking, there are some 


moves in process which affect 
the 


contentions of both sides in the con 
troversy.- The government is wait- 
ing, too. to see the effect of those de- 
velopments. 
The program, for the 


moment, appears to be this: 
' First, a. reduction of freight - rates 
more drastic than any'made 
thus 


far. Second, further conferences tamed 
iately afterwards,' with the union 
chiefs with a' request that they with- 
draw theiTvStrike order. 


Third, a. requestr that the railway 


executives'" simultaneously . withdraw 
.their'petition, for'a', second wage cut. 
•' Fourt^TririJorcTefc from" the ~rSHro^3"f~; 
labor board "that the railway empolyes 
accept the first,wage, cut of'July 1 
and resume work. 
j 


Such a program would maintain 


the status quo, at least, but with,the 
additional benefits to the public of a 
reduction in freight rates. Then the 
United States railroad board, which is 
by no means a rapid moving body, 
would take its time in investigating 
the effect of the lower freight rates on 
railway incomes and would^ultimately 
be.prepared to say whether a s&cond 
wage cut would be desirable.. 


One thing) seems' assured—there 


will be no grant of a second wage 
cut by-'the United-' States - railroad 
board at this time. As soon as lead- 
ers'of the railway employes become 
convinced of this, they probably will 
suspend their strike order. The re- 
turn of the chiefs to Cleveland is not 
loked upon here as necessarily mean- 
ing an end of the negotiations. It^was 
hardly expected that the first confer- 
ence would lead to a settlement. 
There is the possibility, too.'that tho 
railway chiefs will wait until the last 
minute before announcing their at- 
titude. They have everything to gain 
and very little to lose by holding 
their cards in hand until the gov- 
eminent and the railway executives 
have played theirs. The government 
plays its first card by declaring a re- 
duction in freight rates within a few 
days. There is a. report current that 
the date of the announcement is next 
Tuesday. Oct 25. 


"When once the rates have been re- 


duced, the government will be in a 
position to approach the railway 
union chiefs with, a definite proposi- 
tion. Heretofore, the union leaders 
bavo always said they would not take 
mere promises of a reduction in 
freight rates into account but would 
believe it when the interstate com- 
merce commission really acted. The 
belief here is that the psychological 
effect of the lower freight rates will 
bo widespread and that" it will' have 
the, 
result at least of persuading the 


railway unions to acept the first wage 
cut of .Tuly 1st, which., the brother- 
hood chiefs! say. was made- upon the 
asumption that freight rates would 
come down. The situation, therefore, 
really waits upon the announcement 
by .the interstate commerce commis- 
sion of its revision of freight rate*.

First Move 


Hay, 
Grain and Feed Tariffs 


Must Be Cut by Nov. 20 on 
All Roads by Order of Inter- 
state Commerce Commission 
Saturday.

Washington—A general 
reduction 


in freight rates on hay* grain and 
feed in western r and 
mtcrmountain 


territories was' ordered Saturday by 
the interstate commerce commission. 


This action forecast exclusively by 


the United Press, is one of the first 
steps,by the-government designed to 
avert the threatened ^railroad strike. 


The rate reductions average" 10 per 


cent and are to become effective im- 
mediately. 


Practically all rates west of Omaha 


and. many west ot, Chicago, through 
Minneapolis and other points, are ef- 
fected' by the decision which brings 
a. general readjustment of rates in 
all of the northwestern territory. 
Kates from Chicago east and south 
are not affected. 


The commission in its decision in 


effect found the agricultural interests 
of the country and the grain growers 
could not stand the products* in rela- 
tion to other commodities. 


Reductions Defined 


The reductions on wheat and hay 


amount to one half the amounts by 
which the commission on July 29. 
•this year, permitted the roads to in- 
crease their rates. The July increases, 
which are now cut In half by the 
commission, amounted to. 35 per cent 
on the western- group of roads. 25 
per cent on ,the Pacific . mountain 
group.;and' 33 1-3, per cent between 
the groups.^

will be based mainly on proposals submitted to the union chiefs alone 
at a conference here early in the week.

Failure of the conference with the union heads. labor board mem- 


bers believe, was duo to the fact that the executives had not yet agreed 
to the propositions of immediately reducing freight rates in accordance 
with the July 1 wage decreases, and to withdraw from their determin. , 
ation to ask for further wage reductions immediately. 


Board members believe that if they can get the executives and 


union leaders together in the same room and obtain concessions from 
the employers on those two propositions, the union heads 
wili be 


forced to rescind their strike call. 


As the board formulated its peace proposals, two other important 


events -^ore taking place in thejstrike situation. 


In Texas, the opening of the "progressive strike" took place at 


noon on the International & Great Northern raflroad. Six hundred ' 
trainmen employed by the line were, ordered by the union heads to 
stop work. 


Strike on this line wfll be in defiance of1 the board's order thai both

Its most 
important one in this country is that 
of a culture medium in which to pro- 
duce certain bacteria for purposes of 
inoculation. Nearly all hospitals and 
laboratories have to^have itS It has 
also been used with success as a rem- 
edy for chronic constipation. In the 
Orient it is highly esteemed as a 
food, but Americans have not learned 
to eat it much. 


We import about 240 tons of this 


substance every year, and it is "worth 
nearly half a million dollars. It comes 
from Japan, China, Malaysia, r and 
Ceylon. 


Tliat half million could just as well 
stay at home. Moreover, besides pro- 
ducing all we need. wox might our- 
selves export thlB, substance, a»d we 
might greatly extend tho Is domehtlc 
uses of it, especially its use as a food.

The methods 
of preparing agaragar from ' these 
seaweeds are known in detail to the 
Bureau of Fislxsries. and can be ob- 
tained by anyone interested. They 
do not involve an expensive plant or 
equipment. Rake's, kettles and wood- 
en trays seem to be about the only 
things necessary- The product must 
be frozen, and where temperatures do 
not go low enough to do this out-of- 
doors, some form of artificial refriger- 
atin would have to-be employed. 


A Valuable Weed 


This is only one of several uses to 


which seaweeds may bo put. There is 
already in this country a small in- 
dustry m the preparation of gelatine 
from tho seaweeds commonly known 
as Irish moss. This gelatine is wide 
ly used in food and has much more 
gelatinizing power than the animal 
gelatine. This "Irish moss gelatine, or 
Carrageenln, as "it is called in com 
merce, has many other uses, and its 
manufacture might be-extended. 
It 


fs used in making water paints, shoe 
polishes, and as 
cloth and thread. 


siring for paper. 
It is used in shav- 


ing and other soaps because of the 
fine velvety lather it produces. It is 
used as a clarifying agent in making 
oil and beer. Bandoline, a perfumed 
mucilage made from Irish moss, is 
used to make unruly hair and mus- 
taches behave. The substance also 
has medical value. 


Tho chief source" of supply for Irish 


moss is the region around Scituate, 
Mass, where about 30 men were recent- 
ly engaged in collecting it. There are 
half a dozen other places m Massa- 
chusetts, in New Hampshire and in 
New Tork whore tho moss is collected 
and prepared for market. Doubtless 
there are many other places^wherc it 
might be obtained. Its preparation is 
very simple. It is merely washed in 
sea water and dried on the beach until 
bleached. It is then packed in bar- 
rels and sold. It brought about 10 
cents a pound in 1920. The bureau of 
Fisheries can supply further details 
of methods and localities to any one 
interested.
